itical party; that the word Communist is a political term. Nothing could be 
further from the truth. Let everyone who still believes that disabuse himself 
by reading the writings of Lenin, Marx and Engles, or the writings of J. Edgar 
Hoover or Whittaker Chambers, in this country, or any of a host of others who 
know that the Communist Party is a conspiracy.

We. are 
at war—in new dimensions—where the human mind Is one of the major battlegrounds. 

W1BDI speaks of anti-communist networks without mentioning ACARN by name, and 
states: A statement has been made that infers this activity is approved by an 
ARRL Director. Suoh Is not correct, and this Direotor has cautioned those concern¬ 
ed that their activities must not conflict with FCC regulations." 


The ACARN mail bulletin of Nov. 5, 1961. states: "ACARN has been in existence 
only a few weeks but ip-making good progress and is becoming known among radio 
amateurs ... In addition, a communication has been received from the Direotor 
of the ARRL Southwestern Division. More about this later." — We fail to see 
where this contains any inference about ARRL approval.

This pieoe of propaganda was done so cleverly that had not the revolution 
and subsequent Russian atrooities taken place, thousands of Americans, particularly 
those of Hungarian extraotion, would have been duly convinced of the alleged success 
of a benevolent Communist regime in Hungary;.....Other than exposing this phase of 

the cold war, some will ask what legislative purpose did the House Committee on 
Un-American activities have in making the investigation of Communist propaganda 
through the United States mails......Under the First’Amendment of the Constitution 

whioh prohibits interference with freedom of speech and the press, these publica¬ 
tions cannot be banned,* The Committee had no thought of attempting to do so.

Fred E. Huntley, W6RNC, has been a licensed amateur radio operator since 1936, 

His first call letters, W2JVK, were obtained in New York, In 1938, he obtained a 
second class radiotelegraph and first class radiotelephone commercial operator's 
license. After one year in radio maintainanoe with Pan American Airways, he went 
to sea in the Merchant Marine and served as radio officer from 1940 through 1952 
with the exception of one year 1948-49 when he served as San Francisco represent¬ 
ative of the Radio Officer's Union—A, F. of L. During his seagoing career, 
Huntley served aboard 25 different ships of all types and sizes ranging from a 
1,600 ton freighter to a 26,500 ton trans-Atlantic passenger liner. In 1952, 
he came ashore and settled in Berkeley—on the San Franoisco bay. Since then he 
has been employed as an electronics technician and presently is working in a 
laboratory calibrating electronic instruments. An active ham throughout his 
career, Fred Huntley was awarded a plaque in 1961 by the ARRL Pacific Division 
for "loyalty, devotion and service" beoause of his work in transmitting the 
Pacific Division Bulletin over a four year period without missing a schedule.

AN IMPORTANT MESSAGE (Confidential) 

TO PATRIOTIC AMERICAN RADIO AMATEURS 

I am certain that each one of you are anxious to preserve our wonderful 
hobby of amateur radio which provides a means of personal enjoyment, 
technical attainment, fraternal association, and public service. 

You are probably aware that our country at the present time i6 at the 
crossroads~of destiny. America is under assault — both from' without and 
from within — by those who would subvert our system of government and 
place us under totalitarian enslavement. 

Surely it is logical for radio amateurs to believe that our freedom as 
Americans to pursue our cherished hobby of amateur radio depends upon 
the continued existence of our present form of government. 

Therefore, I sincerely hope that you will agree that it is very much to 
the self interest of all radio amateurs to do their best to ensure the 
continued existence of the United States as a land of freedom. 

Throughout the history of warfare and subversion, it has been the aim 
of the enemy to disrupt the transportation and communications systems 
of their opposition. This brings me to the immediate matter at hand. 

I have been requested, by persons of the highest reputation and integrity, 
to assist in the formation of a nationwide radio communications network 
staffed by patriotic American radio amateurs. For the importance of this 
undertaking, I refer you to the attached letter from Lt. Gen. P. A. del 
Valle, U. S. Marine Corps (Ret). 

The objective of this patriotic amateur radio communications network is 
to maintain facilities that will allow us to perform (should the occasion 
arise) essentially the same activity as was accomplished by Paul Revere 
in 1775. 

To accomplish this purpose — which appeals to all true Americans who would 
preserve the Constitution of the United States against all its enemies, 
both foreign and domestic — our immediate need is for one amateur radio 
station and one alternate amateur radio station in the capital of each of 
the 50 states. In cases where stations in state capitals are unavailable, 
another location within the state is acceptable.

The proposed network will be operated in a highly responsible manner and I 
am confident that your future experiences as a participant in this network 
will make you proud of such an association. 

The network needs patriotically motivated radio amateurs who possess active 
stations capable of reliable communications on the 20, 40 and BO meter bands. 
Operation on both phone and cw, although preferable, is not necessarily a 
requirement. 

Your assistance and participation in the formation of this network will be 
of great value. I hope that you will give serious thought to the contents

Hoover, Jr., W82H,‘as the new President of the 
ARRL, it ia very important that all radio amateurs beoome acquainted with an 
organization called the Council On Foreign Relations (ciR). According to 
reliable sources, Herbert C . Hoover, Tr. W6ZH is a member of the CIR. 

Following ia a quote from a newsletter published by Dan Smoot (June l8, 1962 
issue). (Dan Smoot is an ex-FBI agent who specialized in Communist inteBt- 
igatione for nine years).

There are too many radio amateurs who follow the reasoning that patriotism ia 
^politics** and that as such, patriotism has no business in amateur radio. These 
hams cling to this idea in spite of the great amount of evidence (for those who 
want to face up to it) that the United States is goiig through a crucial period 
in its history and that we »11 may very well end up in enslavement if every 
single oitiznn (including radio amateurs) does not get busy and alert himself 
about the dangers facing the country because of the Cold War. 

The reluctance of radio amateurs to face up to realities carries over into the 
ARRL and permeates its officialdom. The ARRL seems to be very proud of the 
record of radio amateurs in war time, but in this Cold War the ARRL appears to 
be sitting this one out on the sideline. Not only that, they are opposing those 
radio amateurs, such as ACARN, who do have a constructive program in behalf 
of America. The policy of the ARRL, in regard to the Cold War, can only be 
classified as "NO WIN." 

When ACARHforwarded a ham-ad in far insertion in the November 19$1 issue of 
— Q3T Magazine, Mr. Huntoon, the ARRL General Manager refused to print this ad 
and replied as follows, In his letter of Sept. 26, 1961. "It lx has long been 
the League's view that the medium of amateur radio communication should nob 
be used to advance causes in politics or religion. If the amateur service were 
to embark on a propaganda campaign such as you suggest, however much we mi^rt 
all agree as to its national justification, we would then seriously endanger 
the very existence of our hobby as no longer amateur radio, but something 
active in the broadcasting field, (ed. note: ACARN has transmitted well over 
100 radio bulletins with no adverse effects). I have had occasion within the 
past mongh to discuss this matter informally with representatives of the 
Federal Communications Commission and the U. S. Information Agency, and they 
confirm the wisdom of our policy. I am therefore obliged to return your

In San Fran¬ 
cisco a gang of degenerates, bred in our colleges, attacked the Committee 
in one of the "student riots" the Communist conspiracy staged throughout , 
the world„ and no one dared to demand relocation of the federal scholarships 
held by many cf thebe disgusting creatures.

The Bureau 
might desire to consider furnishing this information 
to the State Department, CIA and any other Government 
agencies who might be interested in this situation. 


There are all sorts of possibilities exist¬ 
ing that could be utilized by the Government in some 
sort of intelligence or counter-intelligence move that 
would involve the amateur radio operators in Cuba. 

The proper agencies of the Government might be able 
to utilize a Voice of America type operation in Cuba 
utilizing these amateur radio stations. They could 
possibly utilize them to obtain intelligence data 
or it is possible to plant phony information in Cuba 
through this means. This thinking could also be 
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radio operators in those countries could purposely 
furnish false information to amateur radio operators 
in Cuba. This information could relate to alleged 
landings of persons who were intent on unseating the 
CASTRO Government. 

In any event, the proper Government officials 
might in some manner utilize the above information 
to create disruption and unrest in the CASTRO regime.

This Office is in receipt of a carbon copy of a letter 
to Mr. JACOBS, Director, Anti Defamation League, 40 First Street, 
San Francisco, which is quoted as follows: 

"First of all, I want you to know that I hold you 
responsible for defaming my character, through your instigation 
of newspaper smears against me. 

"I also hold you and your organization responsible for 
bringing about the bombing and death threats against me. 

"If any harm befalls me or sty property, my blood-will 
be on your hands and on the hands of the ADL. 

"Your Satanic left wing terrorist organization should 
be investigated for criminal tendencies. 

/s/ "FRED E. HUNTLEY." 


It should be noted that the carbon copy received by 
San Francisco was very blurred and extremely difficult to read. 

It is noted that one of the copies of the above letter 
is directed to J. EDGAR HOOVER. 


The following is submitted for the Bureau's information 
in view of the fact that a copy of this letter was designated 
for the Director: 
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HUNTLEY, a civilian employee of the Alameda Naval 
Air Station, has arranged for a recorded phone message which 
could be obtained by dialing a certain phone number. HUNTLEY 
describes his message as a patriotic message. He stated that 
this arrangement with the Telephone Company for the tape 
recording is a one-man operation and that he obtained this idea 
after learning from Southern California newspapers that there 
was "a program down there where people cm make phone calls 
and receive patriotic messages." 

The Anti-Defamation League has charged that among the 
books urged in the phone messages were "two staple horror items 
in the arsenal of professional bigots," The League identified 
them as "Protocols of the Elders of Zion" and "The Invisible 
Government." 

According to a newspaper account-, HUNTLEY advised the 
Berkeley, California, Police Department that there had been an 
anonymous bomb threat against him. 

It appears that the letter written by HUNTLEY to 
JACOBS dated 9/22/62, has to do with this matter. 

Also for the Bureau’s information, it is to be noted 
that HUNTLEY, according to news accounts, has advised that he 
is a dues-paying member of the John Birch Society. 

A letter has been directed to HUNTLEY acknowledging 
receipt of the carbon copy of his letter and that it has been 
made a matter of record in our Office. 

There does not seem to be any reason to have a further 
acknowledgment of this letter on the part of the Director.

It would be presumptloua for me to detail hew highly 
valfcable'auoh information is, not only to the propagandists but also.to the Russian 
aeoret polios........Our postal and oustom officials testified that .of .the'tremeiid- 

oua' number who participated in this oontest, several thousand won seoend prize. 

It was' a- oopy of a publication entitled, "Radio Moscow." The Communists oertalniy 

got a lot Of mileage out of the rubles spent on'this one l...

whioh oarried the most telling objeot lesson, was brought to light in hearings in 
New York.

It was published in 
Hungary, printed, however, in English, and widely distributed in the United States.

people were happy and oontent and how they were prospering under the Communist 
regime. This pleoo of propaganda was done so cleverly that had not the revolution 
and subsequent Russian atrocities taken plaee, thousands of Americans, partioularly 
those of Hungarian extraotion, would have been duly oonvlnoed of the alleged suooess 
of a benevolent Communist regime in Hungary......Other than exposing this phase of 

the oold war, some will ask what legislative purpose did the House Committee on 
Un-Amerloan aotivitlee have in making the investigation of Communist propaganda 
through the United States malls......Under the First Amendment of the Constitution 

whioh prohibits Interference with freedom of speeoh and the press, these publica¬ 
tions oannot be banned'. The Committee had no thought of attempting to do sc........ 

... .However, our Pure Food and Drug laws require that bottles and paokages contain¬ 
ing certain foods and medeolnes be labeled as to content, espeoially poison. If the 
law requires that poison whioh may go into our stomaohs must be dearly identified.

We have succeeded to some degree in applying the' brakes to "peaceful 
oo-existenoe" and socialist propaganda leanings in certain segments of hamdom.

THE ARRL IN THE COID WAR 

There are too many radio amateurs who follow the reasoning that patriotism is 
“politics" and that as such, patriotism has no business in amateur radio. These 
hams cling to this idea in spite of the great amount of evidence (for those who 
want to face up to it) that the United States is going through a crucial period 
in its history and that we »11 may very well end up in enslavement if every 
single citizen (including radio amateurs) does not get busy ana alert himself 
about the dangers facing the country because of the CoM War. 

The reluctance of radio amateurs to face up to realities carries over into the 
ARRL and permeates its officialdom. The ARRL seems to be very proud of the 
record of radio amateurs in war time, but in this Cold War the ARRL appears to 
be sitting this one out on the sideline. Not only that, they are opposing those 
radio amateurs, such as ACARN, who do have a constructive program in behalf 
of America. The policy of the ARRL, in regard to the Cold War, can only be 
classified as "NO WIN." 

When ACARJIforwarded a ham-ad in far insertion in the November 19$1 issue of 
Q3T Magazine, Mr. Huntoon, the ARRL General Manager refused to print this ad 
and replied as follows, in his letter of Sept. 26, 1961. "It xx has long been 
the League's view that the medium, of amateur radio communication should not 
be used to advance causes in politics or religion. If the ama teur service were 
to embark on a propaganda campaign such as you suggest, however much we might 
all agree as to its national justification, we would then seriously endanger 
the very existence of our hobby as no longer amateur radio, but something 
active in the broadcasting field, (ed. note: ACARN has transmitted well over 
10Q radio bulletins with no adverse effects). I have had occasion within the 
past mon^h to discuss this matter informally with representatives of the 
Federal Communications Commission and the U. S. Information Agency, and they 
confirm the wisdom of our policy. I am therefore obliged to return your 
check again and say that we shall not run your ham-ad in Q3T." 
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There again we come acroes the san» old assumption that patriotism is 
•politics-* 1 ' We believe that this assumption has no basis in fact. 

ACARN believes that the ARRL head in the sand policy about •politics* in 
ham radio, not only contibutes nothing to the security of our hobby-—on the 
contrary, this attitude when multiplied thousands of times by Africans 
everywhere, can lead to the loss of our freedom and the loss of many aspects 
of our American way of life, including amateur radio. 

In late 1957 or early 1958* the House Committee on Un-American Activities 
( a committee of Congress) discovered that the country was being flooded with 
what purported to be scientific radio journals from the Soviet Union. Great 
prominence was given in these journals to a quiz for ham radio operators** A 
series of prizes were offered to the winners. 


It is significant that, after the contestant had answered the questions, which 
in themselves were filled with propaganda, he was asked to give him address , 
£he call letters of his station, and other pertinent information about his 
activities as a ham operator. 


Now we quote Congressman Gordon H. Scherer of Ohio, (radio speech of March 
1958) “It would be presumptions for me to detail how highly valuable such 
information is, not only to the propagandists but also the Russian secret 
police .* 


"Our Postal and Custom Officials testified that of the tremendous number who 
participated in this contest, SEVERAL THOUSAND won the second price. It was 
a copy of a publication entitled "Radio Moscow." The Communists certainly got 
a lot of mileage out of the rubles on this one." (end of quote from Scherer.) 



ACARN wonders where the ARRL was all during the time that -this propaganda fraud 
was being pulled on unsuspecting radio amateurs? Quite probably, due to their 
head in the sand policy, this account is the first time that the ARRL even ever 
heard of the aforementicned propaganda episode. This is a dangerous state of 
affairs. It is very much the ARRL*8 business to know about such things and 
to deal with them emphatically. 


This then exposes the complete falsity of the ARRL policy of "no politics" in 
amateur radio. This ARRL policy is a fraud on America. It is a danger to our 
national existence. Let the radio amateurs ponder the fate of their hobby 
should our freedom be overcome by tyranny. (to be continued next month) 1

ACARN OPPOSES RECIPROCAL LICENSING 3II»L ; ACARN has gone on record as opposing S. 920 
Senator Goldwater's bill for reoiprooal licensing. In an eight page statement submit 
ted $o the U.S. Senate subcommittee on communioatio&s, we contend the bill would! 

1. Increase internal security problems—i.e, espionage, subversion, sabotage and 
propaganda. 2. The wording of S. 920 does not safeguard national security interests. 
A comparison with a similar bill Public Law 87-795 shows S. 920 is very weakly wordet 
3. S. 920 waters down the rights and privileges of Amerioan citizens by granting 
similar privileges to aliens who bear no responsibilities to the U.S. 4. S, 920 pro¬ 
motes a one-world concept and tends to weaken American sovereignty and national 
lines of demarcation. 5, No time limit speoified on radio operations by aliens. 

6. The bill is very inappropriate in view of unstable world conditions. 7. Numbers 
of Latin American radio amateurs have exhibited oordiality and sympathy to Cuban 
hams. (ACARN monitoring report). 8. All Cuban amateur radio stations are an integral 
part of the Cuban government Ministry of Communications. Latin American hams shown 
friendly to Cuban stations would be eligible to operate within the U.S. under S. 92T 

9. Amateur radio has been used by Soviet Russia as a propaganda weapon against the 
U.S.A. and the free world, (speeoh by Cong. Gordon Soherer, letter U.S. Info. Svo.). 

10. S# 920 is an unessential bill. 11. It is doubtful that S. 920 will enhance our 
foreign relations to any appreoiable extent. 12. Amerioan foreign polloy oould better 

' be'strengthened by taking a firm stand against totalitarian regimes of whatever hue.

"But these bonds which go into the hands of the 
public will, in fact, have little if anything to do with 
a subject of inflation. The greatest value of tteLr. ac¬ 
quisition by the public will be their propaganda value in 
that they take the citizens' eye away from the discourag¬ 
ing results of governmental .stupidities In ..the field of 
military action and focus them upon the domestic field 
where joepardy of the citizens' peace and happiness can 
be more readily seen. The retarding of the inflation 
will depend not upon the insignificant volume of bonds 
held by investors, but upon the forthrightness of the 
politicians who are to administer the rationing program 
in the newly regimented America. If these men will.be

stern and hard enough in their acts, the inflationary spiral 
will never even start irrespective of the diminished quanti¬ 
ty of goods and the ever swelling volume of funds available 
for the use of the prospective users. The American economy 
which in 1929 suffered from too much production and not en¬ 
ough purchasing power will soon suffer from not enough con¬ 
sumable production and too much purchasing power. The lat¬ 
ter is a problem far simpler than the one that could not be 
solved in 1929-1939 period. All that is needed is the 
forces of a Stalin to lay down the limitations of rationing 
and then enforce them with machine guns. It has been done 
time and again in Russia successfully. It remains to be 
seen if the Russian inspired regimenters of the New Deal will 
have the stomach to carry them through to their logical des¬ 
tination. 

"The obvious danger that non-inflationary rationing 
will not be carried out lies in the direction of the same 
American public which is now being fooled with the idea of 
stopping the flood of inflation by stuffing the cracks in the 
dyke with their little handfulls of bonds. Will there be time 
for the regimenters to develop a hardness and a technique of 
enforcement adequate to meet the rebellion of the masses when 
they finally realize how they have been fooled. The American 
mob is 200 years more developed, economically speaking, than 
the Russian mob that was shot down when it grumbled at the 
repression of the dictatorship of the proletariat. 

"Unless the politicians can meet this situation in more 
- than a compromising manner (which is the logical manner for 
politicians to adopt) a more or less disrupting inflationary 
situation will create one more difficulty in the heritage of 
problems that America will have to face in the intern before 
its final test of survival arrives.

two terms but has just as vigorously and outspokenly opposed the Administration 
since the Third Term began. 

Informant related that subject owns the controlling stock in the Bank, 
of Douglas, Douglas, Arizona, also owns a considerable amount of Arizona real 
estate, including a ranch west of Ft. Huachuca, Arizona, and the Brophy Build¬ 
ing in Douglas. 

Concerning the above article “Bonds Will Not Win the War' 1 , Informant 
^^^■stated that the article was not printed matter but apparently had been 
^WSposed by subject and typewritten* This view was supported bynthe fact that 
subject had made handwritten notes found in his baggage concdrning the subject 
of inflation and some of the material seemed to indicate a fairly detailed 
research because the research material appeared to have been published as far 
back as 1885 on financed, and inflationary questions. Informant was unable to 
furnish any information, however, as to the titles of this material but he did 
state that none of it appeared subversive and none of it was held up except 
the above article on war bonds. Subject apparently knew that the article on 
bonds was removed from the other papers because when the baggage was delivered

Temporary Confidential Infonnanvised that subject, while some¬ 
times attacking the present Administraticn^HH its policies almost in a fana¬ 
tical manner, had never been considered by those who knew him as subversive or 
as intentionally impeding the war effort; that like a number of other wealthy 
people, subject has the belief that inflation is not being successfully combat¬ 
ted. He informed that subject has always aired his views without hesitation 
concerning political matters but they seemed to always have a patriotic motive 
and were concerning questions of the day and not apparently designed to inter¬ 
fere with the war effort as such. 


Informant^^Hrelated that while subject is known generally to have a 
cynical attitude iaWHS conversation about war bonds and their sales, at the ^ 
same time he arranged to have a special window set aside at the Bank of Douglas 
for the sale of the-bonds and during the last war bond drive he arranged to 
have a full time employee at a special desk in the bank doing nothing but is¬ 
suing bonds to the public who bought them. Informant also cited the information 
he had received from Douglas OPA officials to the effect that 
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when sublet’s real estate agent In Douglas, was .Baking arrange¬ 

ments to dispossess the OPA from its office TiWB^SropEy Building recently 
for non-psyment of rent, subject upon being called by long distance* at Phoe¬ 
nix by the Douglas OPA stated the OPA could remain in the building although 
he did not believe in the organisation and although the rent was not being 
paid. 

Temporary Confidential Infora&ntjj^^fcidvised he has been personally 
acquainted with subject over twenty years^Rlng which he has never consider¬ 
ed subject subversive. He cited, as did the above informants, that subject 
has aired strong political views but usually on such subjects as were being 
argued in the Congress and on questions generally of a public nature. He 
stated that subject is well educated, being a graduate of Yale and was an 
officer in the Artillery during World War 1, serving for some time overseas 
on the battlefronts'. He said he knew this because be was i^Prance too and 
saw subject tla'e. v/ Subject's father, according to InformautJ^^cas manager 
of the entire Phelps Dodge .Mercantile system and quite weal^^r 

P. InformantJ^Bb-elated that subject lived in Bisbee until the 1920’s 

when subject moved T^Thoe nix and vent into the Phoenix Rational Bank with 
his father, 1, H. BBOPHYj that subject presently li-^^in Phoenix and has 
for a long period of years. According to Informantsubject has been 
known by his friends as gathering material for a boJ^^T inflation but so far 
as Informant knew, this book has never been completed or published.

The Loretto Ac^^my of Douglas was endowed and built by W. H. BROPHY, 
according to Informant^^^Khis being a Catholic school which is still operat¬ 
ing and entailing the S^HRiture of about $1£^^Q2Q0.

Informan^^H^lsclosed that the EROPHY"- 
family are ardent Catholics. 

Temporary Confidential Informant^^^Ltatedthat.hejias known subject— 
many years and while in recent years subj^^Wi&s been known as a bitter anti- 
New Dealer and speaks out frequently on national issues and politics, there 
has never been any serious question as to subject's loyalty and patriotism. 

He felt entirely safe in stating that subject is not dangerous to the welfare 
of the country from an Internal security standpoint, although he. Informant, 
disagreed with subject's vicious criticism of the Administration during war¬ 
time because such criticism might be bad for the moral of the home front. 


None of the abae Informants were able to state where subject was 
born although they advised that they are quite positive he is a native of 
Arizona and was born in this State, exact place not known.
